Revelation of the dead man’s iden- 
tity followed after a letter had been 
received from Sherif James H. lergu- 
son, of Talbot county. stating that the 
man was probably about 60 vears of 
age, 150 pounds in weight and five 
feet 10 inches in height. Enclosed 
in the letter were two check stubs, 
each bearing a serial number, which 
indicated they were issued to “Em- 
ployee 735.” 

After discerning that the stubs were 


similar to those issued by the Dupont 7 


company, The Constitution was ad- 
vised by the local office of that firm 
to wire the deseription of the man to 
the Birmingham office. ‘This was 
done and the reply came back that 
Camilo Costello was “Employee 73.’ 
and that the checks were issued to him 
and that he had left the company on 
March 8. No home address and no 
names of relatives were left, the wire 
stated.

PRAISES MILEAN 


_Governor Angus W. McLean, of 
North Carolina, prominently mention- 
ed as presidential timber for the next 
democratic convention, has an ardent 
admirer in the person of his former 


‘law partner, Judge L. R. Varser, of 


Lumberton, N. C., who is. staying in 
Atlanta for a few davs, in order to 
appear before the DeKalb court rep- 
resenting the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road in a number of cases. 


“We are all mighty proud of Goy- 
ernor McLean, in North Carolina,’’ 
said Judge Varser Thursday night. 
“And mighty proud, too, because so 
many of you Georgians, as well as 
other southerners, think so well of 
him.” 

Judge Varser admitted that Gover- 
nor McLean was frequently mentioned 
as a candidate for the presidency, but 
said he had not heard the governor 
himself express an opinion on the 
matter yet. “In fact,” said Judge 
Varser, “it has been the newspapers 
chiefly that have talked about it and 
I haven't heard of any definite pro- 
gram on the governor’s behalf.”’ 

Governor McLean’s administration 
as chief executive of the “Tarheel’’ 
state has been chiefly remarkable for 
the new budget system which he has 
put in for the state’s and counties’ 
finances, Judge Varser said. At the 
last session of the North Carolina 
legislature a bill was passed making 
the budget system mandatory for all 
counties, and, said Judge Varser, di- 
recly as a result of the reorganization 
of the state’s system of handling its 
money, worked out by Governor Me- 
Lean, state bonds are quooted at a 
lower interest rate than in the past. 

Of course, North Carolina is fa- 
mous for its splendid roads. Judge 
Varser, however, seemed to consider 
this fact as so universally acknowl- 
ediged as not to call for much com- 
ment, 

“We have perfect roads. Built by 
the best engineers and financed uuder 
the best system. We are building all 
the time and the day is not far off 
when a paved road will pass the front 
door of every North Carolina home,’’ 
he said. 

Judge Varser is associated with 
John Gamble, well-known Athens at- 
torney, in representing the Seaboard 
in a number of cases in the DeKalb 
court. Three cases involving the com- 
pany as defendant have been disposed 
of so far, one by a directed verdiat 
for the defendant from the bench and 
two by dismissal.

Sunday “blue.” 

After the general assembly had 
modified the century-old laws of un- 
reasonable Sunday restrictions—the 
products of another day and time— 
the governor vetoed the measure. 

The South Carolina senate, with 
a voice of more than three to one, 
voted to override the governor's 
yeto, but the house of representa-. 
tives, by a vote of 67 to 40, Sus- 
tained the veto, voting to put a mid- 
die age padlock on the state. 

So the people of South Carolina

confronted permanently with a sit- 
uation—certainly during Governor 
Richards’ incumbency—that has, it 
is said, already driven hundreds of 
tourists away, and that is really the 


last word in legalized intolerance.

But the great cause 
of righteousness must necessarily 
be damaged when laws that aré in- 
quisitorial foster such resentment 
as has been created by the freak- 
ish attitude of Governor Richards. 

As it is now in South Carolina a 
citizen cannot even buy a drink of 
mineral water on a dining car in 
passing through South Carolina on 
Sunday.

Under that provision of the consti- 
tution the first election for president 
and vice president occurred in the 
states which had ratified the eonsti- 
tution on the first Wednesday of 
January, the 7th, 1789, when ten 
states only voted. New York had 
ratified. but did not hold an election, 
while Rhode Island and North Caro- 


lina had not then ratified, and con- 


sequently were not members of the 
union and entitled to vote. 
The ten‘ states that did vote were 


entitled to 73 electors, but there were 
four vacancies in the electorial col- 
lege, two im Maryland and two in 
Virginia; the total vote actually cast 
and counted, therefore, was 69. Each 
elector voted for two persons, either 
of whom he deemed acceptable to be 
president. 

Every elector voted. for George 
Washington. but nearly all divided 
their votes for the other person.

All Votes Were for President. 

Seeing then that all the votes were 
for a man to be president, it is in- 
teresting to note that General Wash- 
ington was unanimously preferred, 
but S4 of the 69 preferred John 
Adams, of Massachusetts as next: 9 
were for John Jay, of New York; 6 
for Robert H. Harrison, of Maryland; 
6 for John Rutledge, of South Caro- 
lina; 4 for John Hancock, of Mas- 
sachusetts; & for George Clinton, of 
New York; 2 for Samuel Huntington, 
of Connecticut; 2 for John Milton 
and 1 each for Edward Telfair and 
James’ Armstrong, all three of Geor- 
gia; and 1 for Benjamin Lincoln, of 
Massachusetts. 

John Adams. had <4 votes to 35 for 


in the second election, 
President Washington received the 
vote of all the electors, there being 
152 in 15 states. John Adams got 77, 
George Clinton 50, Thomas Je<ferson 
4 and Aaron Burr 1; which reelected 
Adams to be president vice Washing- 
ton in the event that the latter should 
at any time within the term die, re- 
sign, be removed from office, or in- 
capacitated to exercise its powers and 
duties, 

When 1796 came around Washing- 
ton, though widely acclaimed, refused 
to consider renomination for a third 
term and so set the “anti-third term” 
precedent. Seventy. electorial votes 
were necessary to elect that year. 
John Adams got 71 and Thomas Jef- 
ferson 68; with the rest scattered 
abong eleven other persons. So by a 
majority of 2 votes Adams became 
president and Jefferson his brevet- 
president. They were of opposite y---

Candidates Caught in a Jam. 

In the next election, that of 1800. 
the federalists had a consultation and 
agreed that they would prefer Adams 
for president again, while the dem- 
ocrats held a caucus and announced 
that they would vote for Thomas Jef- 
ferson and Aaron Burr. When the 
electors met it again required 70 of 
the 138 to make an election, but 
amazingly to the country the dem- 
ocrats had voted solidly, so that Jef- 
ferson and Burr each had 73 votes. 
That threw the choice of president 
into the house of representatives. To 
elect required a majority of the states 
voting as units. 

The electorial vote was counted on 
February 11, 1801. Toc house pro- 
ceeded to elect. On the first ballot 
Jetferson got the votes of 8 of the 
16 states, Burr got 6 and 2 were 
divided. The balloting went on until 
February 17, when, on the 36th bal- 
lot, Jefferson was voted for by 10 
states, Burr by 4. and two states vot- 
ed blank. Thus Jefferson became presi- 
dent and Burr his potential substitute 
as vice president, 

To avoid that racket recurring the 
constitution was amended, September 
2d, 1804, so as to require electors to 
ballot separately for president and 
vice president, and that has been done. 
of course, in all elections since it 
was first done in the election of 1804. 
In that year Jefferson was reelected 
president, receiving 162 electorial 
votes to 14 for Charles C. Pinckney, 
of South Carolina. George Clinton. 
nominated to be vice president with 
Jefferson, also got 162 votes, showing 
the democrats getting the “solid shot”

The nuns, whose license had made the 
abbey notorious during the eighteenth 
century, were expelled at the revo- 
lution, and the abbey was sacked. The 
huildings were soon afterwards de- 
stroyed, but the cemetery remained.

who were buried there were removed 
later, those of the lay dead remained 
and remain still. Thirty years ago 
there was at the entrance of the ceme- 
tery a little gardener’s shanty, and 
a Paris cure found there, nailed up 
to stop the draught between the 
planks, the remains of some mag- 
nificent tapestries, some of them of 
the 14th century.

In 3,000 answers received from a 
questionnaire on the instruction of 
children about human life and repro- 
duction (not about sex), some 500 
ballots cast by women, girls, spinsters, 
wives, mothers and even a few grand- 
mothers, gave the ages at which these 
women had received their first knowl- 
eige about this subject. The aver- 
age age was given as 11 years. The 
average age at which these same 
women received proper instcuction 
was 18 years. 

The first knowledge received by the 
girl aged 11 years is not nearly so 


‘bad as is that which the average boy 


| 


of 91-2 years receives. In nearly 200 
of the 500 ballots tabulated the wom- 
an describes the first knowledge as 
wholesome. But even so, in the other 
200 instances the first knowledge that 
comes to the little girl is bail. 

So where do we get that 
innocence? 

Just to indicate the character of the 
first knowledge the girl acquires, let 
me briefly cite from these ballots 
some of the sources, as mentioned by 
the voters: .
